On January 10th ut 2 o'clock In 
the morning a Japanese regiment ad- 
vanced in the face of a furious flre 
from batteries and rifles and drove 
back the Russian outposts, who drew 
on the Japanese to a masked battery 
and later allowed them to come on' 
suddenly, when the Russians opened 
a murderous flre. the infantry regi- 
ment was almost completely annihi- 
lated ami the remainder fled In wild 
disorder, leaving heaps of dead and 
wounded on the field. The Russians 
pressed the pursuit and took the Ja- 
panese positions on January 10th.

while In a drunken rage struck down 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Harriett Hess, 
an old lady sixty years old last night 
about 11 o'clock and In a few minutes 
•he died, presumably from the effects 
of the blow. Regan was arrested by 
Constable Pollock pending an Inves- 
tigation and was brought to this city 
and placed In the county jail. 


The officers would not allow him to 


make a statement, but from all the 
facts surrounding the case It Is evi- 
dent that the blow struck by Regan 
caused the woman's death. Miss Nel- 
lie Hess, a daughter of the deceased, 
m a statement last night said that Re- 
gan had always abused her mother 
awl that she knew he was account- 
4ble for the death. 
Marks on the old 


tidy's throat showed where he had 
Choked her and a bruise on her hand 
showed where she had warded oflj a 
blow from a fire shovel, which Regan 
first used In attempting to beat her. 
The blow which Is supposed to have 
caused her death was from his fist 
and struck her over the heart. 


In an Interview last nlgMt shortly 


after the death, Miss Nellie Htss sold: 


"Dan Regan and Ernest Von Koch, a 


roomer, arrived home Just before 11 
o'clock last night and Dan broke In 
the back door, because my sister told 
him to come to the front door. On en- 
tering the room he threw the lamp on 


floor -and It is a wonder that &* 


did not set the house on fire. Mrs.j 
Regan jumped from her bed and ran 
Into the room to pacify him, and he 
told her he would make a rought house 
and began to throw the furniture 
around. 
"My mother then entered the room 


and, 
grabbing the fire shovel, he 


struck at her and she received the 
blow on the hand. Ernest Von Koch then 
tried to stop him and, throwing him 
aside, Dan flew at my mother and 
began choking her. 
I then pulled her 


away from him and she ran into an- 
other room with my sister, who wa» 
nearly frightened to death. 


"Dan 
then followed them and, pull- 


ing out his knife, tried to open It, but 
I stopped him and wrenched the knife 
from his hand. 
He succeeded In en- 


tering the room, however, and before 
I could prevent him struck mother In 
the chest near her heart. She fell to 
the bed and he 
walked 
from 
the 


room. 


"We rubbed mother and she suc- 


ceeded In walking Into the kitchen but 
then dropped to the floor unconsci- 
ous. 
I sent for Dr. Ascher, but be- 


fore he could arrive mother had died." 


"Did she say anything before she 


fell to the floor unconscious?" asked 
The Journal representative. 


"Yes, 
she said, 'O, God I you have 


killed me.' Dan then said. 'O. don't 
give me any of that hot air,' and turn- 
ing to me. said. 'She IH only •hamralnsr. 


I did not hurt her/ 


"After saying these words he walk- 


ed Into her bed room and kicked tk« 
stove over and twisted the bed oo* 
of shape, saying 1 will make a rougte 
house out of this) place."* 


The bed showed where he had twist- 


ed the Irons out of shape In his rage-. 


"Why do you think he wanted to 


beat your mother. Miss Hess, said thej 
reporter." 


"Well, he hated her. He got In sonm 


trouble not long ago and my mother 
loaned him $200 on his note. He want- 
ed to borrow some more yesterday and 
mother and X would not let him have) 
It. 
He then raged around the houM 


and swore he would fix her." 


Mrs. 
Hess was born In Pittsburgh 


Fa., on March 28, 1846. She had been 
keeping a store In Cincinnati, and soldi 
It only a few weeks ago to come her* 
to visit her daughter. Mrs. Regan. She 
nan a husband living In Laughton, Ok- 
lahoma Territory, and flve sons, liv- 
ing in different parts of the United 
States. 


Coroner Read visited the scene o* 


the trouble last night and Perkins 4b 
Oliver laid the body out. The remain* 
were then left In the house for the> 
night, but will be brought to Perklna 
& Oliver's undertaking parlors thUs 
morning and an autopsy will be held 
there.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
IB determined that some- 


thing shall be done toward government control of 


railway rates. With his unerring judgment, he has seized 
upon this question as the paramount issue before the 
American peajile and he does not propose that it shall be 
brushed aside. 


The president rightly classifies the question as one of 


good moral* since the evils complained of are of a char- 
acter which violate preut moral principles. Holding to this 
view, nothing can divert him from his determination to 
have the entire matter passed upon by congress. 
It 


cannot be set aslJe from consideration of expediency, but 
must be faced with thut same resoluteness of purpose 
which must always characterize the policy of good citi- 
zenship when a moral question is up for action. 


Nor has the president hesitated to give expression to 


his sentiments, If we are to accept the reports that have 
reached the public respecting the recent conferences at 
the White House. He told the congressional leaders that 
unless this matter were disposed of at the present ses- 
sion. he would certainly call the next congress to meet 
In extraordinary session. That w is what he did in the 
Cuban matter, sending congress home to hear from the 
people. 
When the member* had heard from their con- 


stituents they returned to Washington and ratified the 
disputed treaty. The same thing will occur in this In- 
stanre If congress fails to act at the present session. The 
issue will be made and the people will have the entire 
matter before them during the Interim between the close 
of the reKulnr and the opening of the extraordinary ses- 
sion. The president knows what the people think on this 
question, and he knows congressmen will return to Wash- 
ington from their constituencies thoroughly satisfied that 
they dare not refuse to support some satisfactory meas- 
ure.
